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From the Editor 


This issue of the Gypsy Moth News contains a list of people and 
their expertise related to gypsy moth management. In total, 
gypsy moth management is a relatively complex pest manage- 
ment undertaking. For those involved at the implementation 
stage, expertise is needed in pesticide use, aerial spraying, gypsy 
moth population dynamics, spray contract development, and the 
NEPA (National Environmental Protection Act). In addition, 
spraying the gypsy moth usually involves numerous landowners 
in urban situations. Therefore, public speaking, conflict 
resolution, and negotiating skills are also useful. Most gypsy 
moth spraying in the U.S. is done by State- or county-employed 
individuals. How do they acquire the needed expertise and 
training? Are there gypsy moth management schools? Well, to 
an extent, there are! The USDA Forest Service, State and 
Private Forestry, coordinates and administers the cooperative 
gypsy moth suppression program through which States and 
counties receive cost-share funds. Through the administration 
of this program, the Forest Service assists States in various 
aspects of gypsy moth management. Meetings or conferences 
are important aspects of this assistance. There are, for example, 
the Research Forum, the National Gypsy Moth Review, and the 
National Pesticide Training program. Through meetings, 
information is exchanged, expertise is shared, and new topics 
introduced. Meetings are a way of introducing people to the 
bank of expertise. 


The Forest Service, through its division of State and Private 
Forestry, serves as an information clearinghouse. Meetings, 
conferences, training sessions, and reports are essential aspects 
of information exchange. This expertise directory lists some of 
the people you might encounter at a gypsy moth management 
meeting.

The two major national meetings are the Annual Gypsy 
Moth Review and the Annual USDA Interagency Gypsy 
Moth Research Forum. The Review is sponsored by the 
National Gypsy Moth Management Board and its 
location varies from year to year. Last year it was held 
in Portland, OR, and this year was in Traverse City, 
MI. This meeting highlights gypsy moth management 
techniques and issues and is usually held in November. 
The Research Forum, as its name implies, focuses on 
gypsy moth-related research and is always held in 
Annapolis, MD, in January.

“Does the gypsy moth feed on American chestnut?” 


Debra Allen-Reid responds: 


American chestnuts which have escaped the blight or 
which continue to resprout must also contend with the 
gypsy moth. This species is generally ranked as 
intermediate in the gypsy moth’s food preference. 
Susceptibility, however, depends on the characteristics 
of the stand in which the chestnut occurs. I have sent 
you a copy of the Gypsy Moth Handbook, “Classifying 
Forest Susceptibility to Gypsy Moth Defoliation” and a 
simple table of tree species listed by feeding prefer- 
ence. Results of a comprehensive literature review are 
summarized in the 1995 publication, “Suitability of 
North American Tree Species to the Gypsy Moth: A 
Summary of Field and Laboratory Tests” by Liebhold 
et al., Northeastern Forest Experiment Station Techni- 
cal Report NE-22]. It can be requested from the USDA
